You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Grange  Hall  in 
Goffstown  Village  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of 
March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon 
the  following. subjects: 

Polls  for  voting  to  open  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  close  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

First — To  choose  all  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  three  years. 

Second — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Goffstown  Public  Library. 

Third — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  maintenance  and  improvement 
in  our  cemeteries. 

Fourth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  ($400.00)  Dollars  for 
the  suppression  of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Fifth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  as  needed  certain 
sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  not  to  exceed  in 
total  at  any  time  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00) 
Dollars,  giving  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  renew  said  loans 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Sixth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  the  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Seventh — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  its 
Selectmen  to  renew  the  Bridge  note,  so  called,  held  by  the 
Hillsborough  County  Savings  Bank,  upon  which  Four 
Thousand  ($4,000.00)  Dollars  is  due  August  1,  1945  at 
such  times  as  the  bank  may  require. 


Eighth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
for  improvement  of  Class  Five  Roads  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven  Hundred  Nine  and  73/100 
($1,109.73)  Dollars,  the  State  to  contribute  Four  Thousand 
Four  Hundred  Thirty-eight  and  92/100  ($4,438.92)  Dol- 
lars. 

Ninth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  ($600.00)  Dollars  for 
expense  of  Grange  Hall  and  Rationing  Board  Office  due 
to  War  Emergency. 

Tenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  Five  Hun- 
dred (500)  feet  of  two  and  one-half  (2V2)  inch  fire  hose, 
and  two  Hundred  Fifty  (250)  feet  of  one  and  one-half 
(134)  inch  hose  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Eleventh — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  and  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  cover  the  same. 

Twelfth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dol- 
lars for  the  continuation  of  the  proposed  sewer  in  Pin- 
ardville. 

Thirteenth — To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
capital  reserve  fund  to  be  used  for  buying  a  road  grader, 
repairing  the  Town  Hall,  installing  a  system  of  assess- 
ment maps  and  records;  or  for  the  construction  of  high- 
ways; for  the  purchase  of  road  machinery;  or  the  repair 
of  Town  Buildings,  as  the  case  may  be.

Fifteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
its  Selectmen  to  have  a  Fire  escape  installed  on  the  Town 
Hall  in  Grasmere,  leading  from  the  Third  floor,  known  as 
the  Banquet  Hall,  so  that  said  floor  may  be  usable,  as  the 
lack  of  a  fire  escape  prevents  its  use,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  same.  This  article  is  inserted  by 
petition  of  the  members  of  the  Baptist  and  Methodist 
Churches  and  of  the  Junior  Grange  No.  150. 

Sixteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support 
United  States  membership  in  a  general  system  of  inter- 
national cooperation,  such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dum- 
barton Oaks  Conference,  having  police  power  to  maintain 
the  peace  of  the  world. 

Seventeenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept, 
lay  out  and  maintain  Pershing  Street,  so  called,  running 
from  the  Mast  Road,  southward  approximately  Two- 
Thousand  (2,000)  feet  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same.  This  article  is  inserted  on  petition  of  "Wil- 
liam Therrien  and  fifty-six  others. 

Eighteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
a  Motor  Road  Grader  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

Nineteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue the  Richards  Road,  so  called,  leading  from  the 
Mast  Road  to  residence  formerly  owned  by  Frank  Guertin 
and  make  the  same  subject  to  gate  and  bars. 

Twentieth — To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  reduce  its 
number  of  Road  Agents  and  take  any  action  relating 
thereto.  This  article  is  inserted  by  petition  of  Harry  S. 
Parker  and  nine  others. 

Twenty-first — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  ($250.00) 
Dollars  for  improvement  and  maintenance  of  Barnard 
Playground. 


Twenty-second — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the 
poor,  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways  and 
bridges  and  all  other  necesssary  Town  expenses,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  the  amount  required  for  Memorial 
Day. 

Twenty-third — To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors 
and  Committees  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

Voted  to  accept  State  Aid  for  improve- 
ment of  Class  Five  Roads  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Fifty-four  Dollars  and  sixty-two 
cents  ($554.62),  the  State  to  contribute  Two  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  Eighteen  and  46/100,  Dollars, 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Six  Hundred  ($600.00)  Dollars  for  expenses  of  Grange 
Hall  and  Rationing  Board  Office  due  to  War  Emergency. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  Five  Hundred  (500)  feet  of  two  and  One  half  (2^) 
inch  fire  hose. 

Article  11.     Motion  Lost. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars  to  install  a  sewer 
on  Pinard  and  Davignon  Streets. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  in- 
sert in  the  Town  Warrant  for  1945  and  each  year  there- 
after until  otherwise  revoked  by  vote  of  the  Town  the 
following  Article:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00) 
Dollars  to  be  spent  for  Sewer  purposes  under  a  Post-War 
improvement  plan. 

Article  14.     Voted  to  accept  this  Article. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  reduce  the  number  of  Road 
Agents  to  Two  (2)  next  year  and  thereafter. 

Article  16.  Voted  a  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  investigate  Zoning  for  Town  of  Goffstown 
and  report  at  next  Town  Meeting. 
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November  30,  1944  the  following  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator:

Article  17.  Voted  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  Town

Sewer,  so  called,  including  branches  on  Pleasant  and  East 
Union  Streets. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for  the  care  and  Maintenance 
of  Barnard  Playground. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
Selectmen  to  75  cents  per  hour. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Seventy-One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Eighty-eight 
and  59/100  ($71,888.59)  Dollars  for  the  support  of  the 
Poor,  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Highways  and 
Bridges  and  all  other  necessary  Town  expenses  for  the  en- 
suing year,  including  the  amount  required  for  Memorial 
Day. 

Article  22.     Voted  to  accept  the  printed  reports. 

A  Vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  Residents  of 
Pinardville  for  erecting  and  equipping  their  own  Fire  De- 
partment. 

A  Vote  of  Thanks  by  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown  was 
given  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warren  Marshall  for  use  of  their 
building  by  the  Rationing  Board. 
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No  other  business,  Polls  were  again  opened  for  voting.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report 
as  your  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  several  changes 
in  the  teaching  staff.  In  the  elementary  schools  Miss 
Natalie  Hopkins,  who  had  taught  several  years  in  the 
New  Boston  District,  replaced  Miss  Emma  Gordon  in  the 
primary  room  at  the  White  School.  Miss  Gordon  retired 
after  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  youngsters  of 
Goffstown,  and  her  contribution  to  the  educational  life 
of  the  community  will  long  be  remembered. 

At  the  Grasmere  School  it  was  necessary  to  open  a  third 
room  to  accommodate  an  increased  enrollment  at  that 
school.  Mrs.  Dorothy  R.  Chatterton,  previously  a  teacher 
for  many  years  in  Claremont,  was  appointed  to  teach  the 
additional  room.  The  remaining  teachers  at  Grasmere,  as 
well  as  the  teachers  at  Bartlett  School,  returned  from  the 
previous  year. 

At  Shirley  Hill  Miss  Lucy  J.  Jacobs  of  Lawrence  was 
engaged  in  place  of  Miss  Carolyn  Nichols  who  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  "Wilton. 

At  the  Goffstown  High  School  there  were  several  re- 
placements in  the  teaching  staff.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D. 
Marden  of  Newmarket,  who  had  previously  taught  in 
Farmington,  Newmarket,  and  Ashland,  replaced  Miss 
Alice  A.  August,  who  secured  a  position  in  another  state. 
Miss  Charlotte  Redden  resigned  as  teacher  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Eleanor  Strobel  of 
Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  in  1944. 
Mr.  Ralph  E.  Worthington  of  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  a  gradu- 
ate   of    Northeastern    University,    replaced    Miss    Ruby 
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Whittemore  in  the  Social  Studies,  while  Mr.  Eugene  Put- 
nam of  GofFstown  took  over  the  woodworking  and  allied 
subjects,  previously  conducted  by  Mr.  Richard  Erwin. 
Mrs.  Mabel  Reed  of  Manchester  was  engaged  to  conduct 
the  music  work  in  the  village  schools,  while  Mrs.  Katherine 
Bartlett  continued  in  a  similar  capacity  in  the  remainder 
of  the  Goffstown  schools. 

It  might  be  well  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  High  School  experienced  a  heavy  turn- 
over in  its  teaching  staff.  A  community  such  as  ours 
should  be  sufficiently  attractive  to  teachers  to  retain  them 
for  longer  periods  of  service.  This  high  school  or  any 
other  high  school  cannot  perform  its  full  service  when 
successful  and  experienced  teachers  are  leaving  our  school 
for  positions  elsewhere,  particularly  when  their  services 
are  as  vitally  needed  as  at  the  present  time. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  teachers'  salaries  the  writer 
had  occasion  to  examine  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers  of 
other  towns  in  the  southeastern  corner  of  New  Hampshire. 
Several  startling  facts  were  noted,  among  them  are  the 
following, — (1)  In  all  towns  in  the  area  to  the  south  and 
east  of  Goffstown,  the  average  salary  is  in  excess  of  that 
paid  to  local  teachers  in  the  elementary,  combination 
grades,  (2)  Goffstown  is  the  third  largest  town  in  this  area 
(excluding  the  cities  of  Manchester  and  Nashua),  and  its 
salary  scale  is  the  lowest  of  the  ten  largest  towns.  A 
similar  study  made  by  another  superintendent  of  schools 
revealed  a  similar  situation  with  the  salary  scale  of  our 
high  school  teachers. 

Regardless  of  the  several  conclusions  which  can  be 
drawn  from  such  figures,  one  fact  is  obvious.  If  Goffstown 
is  to  maintain  schools  of  the  quality  to  which  it  is  justly 
entitled  and  of  the  quality  which  the  residents  of  Goffs- 
town desire,  our  salary  schedule  must  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  towns  of  similar  size  in  the  state.  If  we  fail 
to  meet  those  figures,  Goffstown  will  continue  to  be  a 
stepping  stone  for  teachers,  and  permanency  of  teachers 
cannot  be  obtained. 
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During  the  fall  term  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils 
at  Shirley  Hill  were  transferred  to  the  village  in  order 
to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  at  that  school.  Our  in- 
ability to  secure  delivery  on  a  septic  tank  has  postponed 
such  installation  until  this  coming  spring  or  summer.  The 
walls  at  Shirley  Hill  have  been  repaired  and  redecorated 
and  new  curtains  installed. 

Last  summer  new  plumbing  fixtures  were  installed  at 
Grasmere,  together  with  a  new  septic  tank.  The  new  in- 
stallation has  up  to  the  present  time  proved  highly  suc- 
cessful and  fulfills  a  long-felt  need. 

The  accompanying  tables  serve  to  give  a  picture  as  to 
the  distribution  of  our  school  population,  not  only  for  the 
current  year  but  the  possible  situation  in  the  years  ahead. 
Although  the  total  enrollment  for  the  current  year  is  the 
lowest  during  the  last  five  years,  the  fact  that  the  number 
of  pupils  in  our  primary  grades  is  relatively  large,  to- 
gether with  the  fact  that  the  school  population  will  be 
considerably  larger  following  the  close  of  the  war,  would 
indicate  that  definite  plans  should  be  made  for  the  near 
future.  Such  plans  should  be  formulated,  not  only  to  ac- 
commodate the  increasing  numbers  in  our  schools  within 
the  next  five  or  ten  years,  but  should  be  formulated  in 
terms  of  that  type  of  education  which  the  post  war  era 
shall  consider  as  vital  and  mandatory  for  our  youth  of 
tomorrow. 

In  closing  may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of 
our  headmaster  and  school  nurse.  The  factors  set  forth  in 
these  reports  should  be  carefully  considered  by  all  of  us. 

I  feel  that  the  schools  of  Goffstown  are  fortunate  in 
having  a  well-trained,  and  for  the  most  part  an  experi- 
enced group  of  teachers.  Their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
between  themselves  and  toward  their  supervisors,  together 
with  the  sincere  interest  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  has  contributed  in  no  small  way  to  an  enjoyable 
and  successful  school  year.

From  examination  it  may  be  noted  that  during  the  first 
four  months  of  each  year,  1944  produced  18  pupils  who 
ended  their  school  experience.  In  1945  only  3  had  termi- 
nated same  or  16%  of  the  previous  year's  total.  This  is 
felt  to  be  significant  in  that  it  marks  a  turning  point  in 
the  lowering  school  enrollment  due  to  wartime  pressures 
and  economy.  It  establishes  the  fact  that  pupils  and 
parents  feel  that  school  attendance  for  the  school  age 
group  is  of  first  importance. 
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A  second  observation  which  may  be  made  is  that  the 
Freshman  Class  of  54  (against  1944's  37)  had  not  lost  a 
single  pupil  to  January  1.  This  class  represented  41%  of 
the  entire  high  school  enrollment.  If  present  figures  ob- 
tained from  a  survey  are  realized  next  year,  January  1, 
1946,  will  see  71%  of  the  high  school  enrollment  in  the 
grades  nine  and  ten. 

These  two  important  factors  point  to  another  period 
of  heavy  enrollment  for  GoflFstown  High  School.  Add  to 
this  the  expected  surge  back  to  school  with  the  termina- 
tion of  war  and  we  have  an  unmistakable  guide  post 
which  points  to  expansion  of  physical  facilities. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  to  be  found  in  the  high 
school  195  pupil  stations.  Present  enrollment  of  164  indi- 
cates that  we  are  operating  at  84%  of  our  physical  capa- 
city. With  the  above  mentioned  estimate,  enrollment  for 
next  year  will  be  198  or  101%  capacity.  This  estimate 
will  inevitably  fluctuate  somewhat,  but  at  best  not  more 
than  a  very  few  percentage  points. 

Pupil  Activities 

Extra-curricular  activities  have  been  continued  through 
the  past  year,  and  in  many  cases,  with  marked  improve- 
ment. 

New  organizations  appearing  this  year  are  the  Aero- 
nautics Club,  the  Home  Economics  Club,  and  the  school 
newspaper.  The  Aeronautics  Club  came  into  being  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  boys  and  girls  interested  in  model 
airplane  building  and  related  subjects  to  pursue  their  in- 
terests under  school  guidance.    The  club  meets  regularly. 

The  Home  Economics  Club,  organized  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Miss  Strobel,  has  a  large  number  of  members.  The 
aims  and  objectives  of  this  organization  are  to  create  bet- 
ter home  membership  and  to  gain  skill  in  domestic  arts. 

The  school  newspaper,  entitled  "The  Maroon  and  White 
Star",  has  been  organized  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
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Marden.  The  paper  aims  to  publish  news  items,  announce- 
ments, records,  and  bits  of  exceptional  school  activity.  It 
has  already  gained  favor  with  the  student  body,  and 
promises  to  be  a  real  addition  to  the  program. 

Goffstown  was  honored  to  have  one  of  its  pupils,  Miss 
Eleanor  Porritt,  selected  as  one  of  five  girls  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  to  represent  this  state  at  a  Regional 
Planning  Conference  held  at  Camp  Bonnybrae  in  Bland- 
ford,  Massachusetts.  Miss  Porritt  met  with  representatives 
from  the  New  England  states,  New  York,  and  New  Jersey 
to  discuss  and  plan  the  work  for  the  Girl  Reserves  program. 

Miss  Virginia  Braley  was  elected  the  representative  to 
the  Planning  Conference  whose  duty  is  the  planning  of  the 
Older  Girls'  Conference  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  held  in 
the  fall  of  1945. 

Ten  members  of  the  Girl  Reserves  attended  the  State 
Conference  held  in  the  fall  at  Concord. 

The  Hi-Y  Club,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Thompson, 
enrolled  many  new  members  at  the  beginning  of  the  cur- 
rent school  year.  Leadership  of  this  club  was  transferred 
during  the  winter  to  Mr.  Ralph  Worthington.  Mr.  Thomp- 
son assumed  the  advisorship  of  the  newly  formed  Aero- 
nautics Club. 

Class  socials  and  parties  have  been  conducted,  as  have 
skiing,  skating,  bowling,  and  theater  parties. 

The  athletic  programs  have  been  conducted  as  well  as 
wartime  limitations  would  permit.  Extra  emphasis  has 
been  placed  upon  the  training  of  younger  pupils  in  school 
especially  in  basketball.  A  separate  schedule  of  ten  games 
was  arranged  to  enable  these  younger  boys  and  girls  to 
gain  experience  in  the  game. 

A  very  urgent  need  is  for  a  specific  program  in  physical 
education  which  would  enable  pupils  to  gain  physical  co- 
ordination as  they  grow  in  stature,  build  healthy  bodies, 
and  provide  them  with  the  fundamentals  in  many  games 
of  athletics. 

The  past  year  has  impressed  deeply  upon  the  writer  the 
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splendid  community  spirit  found  in  GofFstown.  Without 
this  cooperation  the  school  could  not  have  been  as  efficient 
and  effective  in  its  educational  program.  Much  can  be  said 
for  the  excellent  attitude  of  the  faculty  in  meeting  the 
problems  of  youth.  Whenever  conditions  have  arisen  to 
warrant  the  united  interest  of  this  group,  it  has  functioned 
in  a  most  admirable  manner.  On  behalf  of  the  teaching 
staff,  may  I  also  call  attention  to  the  faith  in  and  the 
admiration  for  the  members  of  the  School  Board  who  have 
worked  so  sincerely  in  the  effort  to  provide  a  sound  edu- 
cational system  in  Goffstown. 

To  the  parents  and  friends  who  have  participated  in 
realizing  the  objectives  of  the  school,  enough  can  not  be 
said.  For  without  their  support,  attendance  would  be  ir- 
regular, attitudes  would  not  be  what  they  are,  and  in  gen- 
eral, citizenship  of  the  calibre  which  we  know  it,  could 
never  be  realized. 

On  behalf  of  the  faculty,  may  I  also  express  deep  ap- 
preciation for  the  progress  you  have  made  since  coming 
to  Goffstown.  As  the  future  unfolds  before  us,  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  desirable  objectives  can  and 
will  be  realized.

REPORT  OF   THE  SCHOOL   NURSE 


The  school  nurse  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
school  year  September,  1943  through  December,  1944, 

At  the  Village  School  about  300  pupils  were  examined 
by  the  school  physician,  Dr.  Reiner  and  at  the  Bartlett, 
Grasmere  and  the  Shirley  Hill  Schools  about  150  pupils 
were  examined  and  the  parents  notified  of  any  weakness 
or  defect  found. 

The  following  report  shows  the  number  of  pupils  af- 
fected at  the  time  of  the  regular  Fall  examination  in 
September. 

Defective  vision  56 — number  of  defects  corrected  44. 
Defective  teeth  260 — number  of  defects  corrected  140. 
Diseased  tonsils  38 — number  of  defects  corrected  22. 
Cardiac  cases  4 — number  of  pupils  under  treatment  4. 
Orthopedic  cases  2 — number  of  pupils  under  treatment  2. 
Two  children  had  rheumatic  f6ver. 
Four  children  had  an  appendectomy. 
One  child  had  a  fractured  leg. 
One  child  had  a  hernia  operation. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  doctors,  we  have  been  unable  to 
take  advantage  of  the  heart  clinics,  usually  held  the  first 
of  every  month  at  the  Elliot  Hospital. 

Many  of  our  children  have  not  received  adequate  dental 
care  due  to  this  same  existing  condition. 

When  the  first  two  million  selectees  for  the  Army  were 
examined,  dental  defects  rejected  more  men  than  any  other 
defect.  To  improve  this  condition,  the  dental  profession  is 
giving  special  attention  for  the  duration,  to  High  School 
Seniors. 

The  purpose  is  to  attempt  to  improve  the  dental  con- 
dition of  our  high  school  boys  and  girls  in  their  senior  year 
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of  school,  I  have  given  a  "Victory  Corp  Dental  Card" 
to  each  senior  and  the  dentists  have  agreed  to  recognize 
high  school  seniors  on  a  priority  basis  and  give  such  pupils 
a  free  dental  examination.  A  record  will  be  kept  in  the 
high  school  of  those  receiving  cards,  when  they  are  re- 
turned signed  by  their  dentist  and  what  corrections  have 
been  made. 

The  Patch  test  was  given  in  May,  1944  to  all  seniors 
and  freshmen.  Five  pupils  showed  a  positive  reaction. 
These  five  were  taken  into  Manchester  to  Dr.  Kerr's  clinic 
for  chest  X-rays  and  all  were  found  negative  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  We  have  been  promised  the  audiometer  this 
Spring.  The  test  is  given  to  determine  whether  or  not  a 
child  can  hear  clearly. 

85  home  visits  were  made  during  this  period.

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ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can  get  into. 
Last  year  in  this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned 
over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of  which  2,788  acres  were  valu- 
able timber  and  young  growth.  With  available  manpower 
the  lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you  can  help 
to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these  fires  from 
starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden 
before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning 
under  certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  con- 
trol your  fire — a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of 
negligence  in  case  it  gets  away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly  to 
your  forest  fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres 
lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches  and 
pipes.  Smokers  caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You  can't 
feel  safe  while  there  is  a  spark  left.
